The  risk  of  contracting  lung  cancer  would  appear  to  be  proportionate 
to  the  number  of  cigarettes  smoked. 

Non-smokers  between  45  and  54  are  three  times  more  likely  to 
survive  the  next  ten  years  than  the  heavy  smoker. 

Between  i960  and  1962  sales  of  cigarettes  in  the  United  Kingdom 
rose  from  36,000  million  to  110,000  million,  similarly  deaths  assigned  to 
lung  cancer  rose  from  592  to  23,779  ^^6  over  half  of  these  deaths  occurred 
in  the  age  groups  45-65,  in  the  prime  of  life. 

It  is  considered  that  80-90%  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  are 
associated  with  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and  that  this  one  factor  far 
outweighs  the  effects  of  atmospheric  pollution  or  occupational  exposure. 

Both  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London  and  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  United  States  have  come  to 
similar  conclusions  in  associating  cigarette  smoking  with  the  increased 
incidence  of  lung  cancer.  In  view  of  this  weight  of  evidence  one  must 
advise  that  cigarette  smoking  is  a direct  menace  to  health  and  that 
the  habit  should  be  combated  by  all  available  means;  this  applies  in 
jjarticular  to  children  and  young  persons. 

It  is  noted  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  guidance  to 
hos])itals  to  assist  them  in  discouraging  smoking  both  for  out-patients 
and  in-j)atients. 

'Ida;  economic  loss  to  the  country  has  been  assessed  at  £800  million 
per  yctar;  this  includes  absence  from  work  and  the  increased  mortality 
oi  smokers,  t\\o  loss  of  };roductivity  being  comparable  to  the  loss  to  the 
nation  by  strikers  throughout  the  year, 
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There  is  also  a higher  mortality  amongst  smokers  for  cardio-vascular 
disease,  including  coronary  disease. 

The  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1963,  will  come  into  force  on 
ist  February,  1964,  and  will  increase  the  penalties  for  the  selling  of 
tobacco  or  cigarette  papers  to  persons  apparently  under  16  years  of  age. 
Maximum  fines  will  now  be  £25  for  the  first  occasion  and  £50  sub- 
sequently. Similarly,  a Court  Order  can  require  the  removal  of  an 
automatic  vending  machine  from  a position  where  it  can  be  used  by 
persons  under  16  years  with  heavy  daily  fines  for  non-compliance. 

Bronchitis  is  responsible  for  33,000  deaths  in  England  and  Wales 
and  loss  of  27  million  working  days;  here  both  cigarette  smoking  and 
air  pollution  play  their  parts.

It  is  salutary  to  reflect  that  accidents  in  the  home  account  for  a 
higher  percentage  of  child  mortality  than  accidents  on  the  roads  and  the 
trend  is  still  upward.

The  age  group  19-24  appears  to  be  especially  vulnerable  in  riders 
and  pillion  passengers,  and  emphasises  the  necessity  for  wearing  crash 
helmets,  a proven  life  saver  and  injury-limiting  measure. 

It  will  be  observed  that  about  18%  of  the  motor  vehicle  deaths 
occuried  in  motor  cyclists,  this  pinpoints  the  need  for  more  safety 
education  in  school,  particularly  in  youths.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT 

The  unit  is  due  to  visit  Bexhili  in  1964. 

Mass  miniature  radiography  not  only  discloses  early  tuberculous 
lesions,  but  other  abnormal  conditions  of  the  heart  and  lungs,  which  are 
amenable  to  treatment. 

As  in  other  health  investigations,  it  is  vitally  important  to  treat  any 
deviations  from  health  as  soon  as  possible;  early  discovery  makes 
successful  treatment  more  likely.

Since  1952  the  death  rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  has  fallen 
by  about  70%.  The  advent  of  new  anti-tuberculous  drugs  since  1948 
is  estimated  to  have  saved  the  lives  of  100,000  people  in  England  and 
Wales  alone;  the  economic  benefit  resulting  from  their  use  is  approxi- 
mately £55  million  per  year. 

'I'here  is  no  doubt  that  this  dramatic  trend  could  be  accelerated 
if  all,  including  the  older  age  groups,  would  avail  themselves  of  Mass 
.Miniature  Radiography.

Oral  prophylactic  vaccine,  by  its  ease  of  administration,  has  con- 
solidated the  success  achieved  by  the  former  method  of  injection.  A 
course  comprises  three  doses  given  at  intervals  of  4-8  weeks. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  has  been  recorded  in  Bexhill  for  the  past 
four  years. 


Diphtheria 

We  have  continued  to  be  free  from  this  infection  for  the  past  13 
years.  Immunisation  is  the  controlling  factor  and  100%  is  the  aim.  - 


Measles 

There  were  9 cases  in  1962.  The  present  rise  to  545  is  typical  of 
the  alternate  rise  and  fall  of  this  infection  in  succeeding  years. 


Whooping  Cough 

The  favourable  trend  of  decreased  incidence  in  past  years  was 
reversed  in  1963,  there  being  34,736  notifications  in  England  and  Wales, 
as  against  8,183  in  1962. 

However,  immunisation  would  appear  to  be  effective  in  controlling 
and  minimising  adverse  effects. 
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Scarlet  Fever 

Mild  in  character  and  of  no  special  significance,  no  case  was  admitted 
to  hospital.  The  usual  investigation  were  made  in  each  case  regarding 
the  possibility  of  food  handlers  being  involved. 

Dysentery 

Imported  bulked  liquid  egg  has  been  a suspected  source  of  salmonel- 
lae  infection  in  this  country  for  some  years. 

Regulations  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  made  it  obligatory 
for  all  liquid  egg  including  imports  to  be  pasteurised  as  from  ist  January, 
1964.

The  routine  vaccination  of  children  was  recently  considered  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  consultation  with  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory 
Committee  who  jointly  recommended  that  routine  vaccination  be  con- 
tinued and  preferably  given  in  the  second  year. 

The  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations  have  been  amended  and 
from  ist  August,  1963,  all  travellers  coming  directly  by  air  from  local 
infected  areas  and  endemic  areas  will  be  required  to  produce  an  inter- 
natirmal  certificate  of  vaccination. 

.Medical  ('Ifhcers  at  seaports  have  similar  powers  but  mainly  in 
resjK'ct  of  infected  areas. 

In  iqbq,  there  were  15,15b  more  cases  of  smallpox  recorded  through- 
out the  world  than  in  1962,  air  trans})ort  increases  the  risk  of  spread.

All  milk,  both  pasteurised  and  raw,  produced  in  England  and  Wales, 
will  in  future  come  from  attested  herds  which  have  been  subjected  to 
Tuberculin  testing. 

Human  brucellosis  (Undulant  fever)  is  predominantly  milk-borne 
and  so  the  drinking  of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  can  be  a potential 
hazard  to  health. 

When  brucellosis  is  isolated  from  a particular  cow,  the  farmer  is 
ordered  to  send  that  milk  for  pasteurisation,  thus  removing  the  pos- 
sibility of  infection.  The  farmer  can,  without  let  or  hindrance,  sell  this 
cow  on  the  open  market  and  need  not  disclose  its  infectivity.  This  se- 
quence of  events  contributed  to  a severe  outbreak  of  undulant  fever  in 
another  county  when  an  infected  Guernsey  was  unwittingly  introduced 
into  a herd  of  24  Guernseys  who  were  supplying  raw  milk  for  retail  sale. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  much  undisclosed  illness  is  caused  by  drinking 
raw  milk.  Legislation  could  avoid  this  mode  of  dissemination  of  disease 
but  the  Central  Authority  seems  curiously  loath  to  take  action. 

Eradication  of  brucellosis  in  cows  is  possible  and  has  been  achieved 
in  Scandinavia.  Apart  from  limiting  ill  health,  this  could  result  in  a 
saving  to  the  farming  communit}/  of  England  and  Wales  of  an  estimated 
£16,000,000  per  year. 


Antibiotics  in  Milk 

The  giving  of  antibiotics  to  cows  results  in  some  excretion  in  the 
milk,  this  could  be  dangerous  to  health  and  would  not  be  in  accordance 
with  the  warranty  that  the  milk  should  be  pure. 

Incoming  milk  to  dairies  will  in  future  be  tested  for  antibiotics, 
laboratory  staffs  are  being  trained  in  the  techniques  of  testing,  facilities 
are  as  yet  not  universal. 

By  arrangement  with  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  all  milk 
submitted  by  this  Department  for  biological  testing  will  additionally  be 
subjected  to  a test  for  antibiotics. 

17  visits  were  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  dealers’  premises 
and  dairies  during  1963.

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Water  Supply 

The  transfer  of  the  Bexhill  Water  Undertaking  to  the  Eastbourne 
Waterworks  Cornpany  was  completed  in  April  1962.

These  supplies  fall  below  the  optimum  level  of  i part  (Fluoride)  per 
million  which  is  advised  by  leading  authorities  as  being  necessary  to 
prevent  the  decay  of  teeth  in  the  young  child. 

In  July  1963,  this  Council  passed  a recommendation  to  the  East 
Sussex  County  Council  in  favour  of  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  and 
that  they  be  asked  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  Water 
Undertakers  for  this  to  be  done. 

The  County  Counci]  replied  in  November  1963,  that  they  were 
deferring  a decision  until  the  outcome  of  an  action  against  Watford 
Borough  Council  was  known. 

None  of  the  water  supplied  is  plumbo  solvent. 

All  supplies  are  treated  in  settling  tanks  and  filters,  and  chlorinated 
as  part  of  the  treatment  process  or  as  a terminal  precautionary  dose. 
Water  going  into  supply  does  not  contain  less  than  0.15  p.p.m.  chlorine. 

All  bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  taken  during  the  year 
indicated  that  the  supply  was  of  the  highest  standard  and 
conformed  to  the  requirements  of  a public  supply. 

No  bacteriological  reports  on  raw  water  were  made  available  to  this 
Authority.

This  underlines  the  need 
for  a proportionate  increase  in  accommodation  for  the  elderly.

Both  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  are  available  to  land- 
lorfls  and  owner/occupiers.  An  explanatory  leaflet  is  available  at  the 
Council  offices  free  of  charge. 

Differential  Rent  Scheme 

The  Council  has  operated  a Differential  Rent  Scheme  since  April, 
1963,  based  on  need  in  individual  circumstances.

The  Welfare  Department  of  the  East  Sussex  County  Council, 
subsidises  the  cost  of  the  transport. 

The  regular  contact  with  the  individual  voluntary  worker  delivering 
the  meal  is  much  appreciated  by  the  recipient.  This  service  makes  a 
significant  contribution  to  the  physical  well-being  and  mental  health  of 
the  elderly,  who  in  many  cases,  live  isolated  and  lonely  lives. 
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METEOROLOGY 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  J.  Sargent,  the  Borough  Meteorologist, 
for  the  following  report  for  1963 : 

Meteorological  observations  were  carried  on  throughout  the 
year  1963.  Detailed  monthly  and  other  reports  were  transmitted  to 
the  Meteorological  Office  and  information  was  supplied  to  the  Press, 
to  insurance  companies,  local  municipal  departments  and  to  many 
inquirers. 

Without  doubt  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  weather  of  1963  was 
the  severity  of  the  wintry  conditions  during  January  and  February. 
The  coldest  spell  for  many  years  had  commenced  late  in  December,  and 
deep  snowdrifts,  a disorganisation  of  road  and  rail  transport,  and 
much  general  inconvenience  constituted  an  unpleasant  legacy  which 
1963  received  from  its  predecessor. 

The  cold  spell,  with  persistent  east  and  north-east  winds,  con- 
tinued until  the  beginning  of  March.  From  ist  January  ground  frosts 
were  recorded  on  63  consecutive  nights,  and  air  frosts  for  a period 
almost  as  long.  Snow  covered  the  ground  continuously,  for,  although 
day  temperatures  rose  to  the  lower  forties  on  a few  occasions,  there 
was  no  general  and  sustained  thaw  until  the  end  of  February.  January, 
with  a mean  temperature  of  29.5°  (normal  40.2),  was  the  coldest 
January  on  local  record.  February’s  mean  temperature  was  32.6° 
(normal  40.1),  and  throughout  this  month  a constant  soil  temperature 
of  34“35°  ^ depth  of  12  inches  was  maintained  in  Egerton  Park. 

After  the  first  few  days  of  March  the  general  severity  of  winter  was 
broken,  and  this  month  as  a whole  was  dull  and  wet,  the  rainfall, 
2.82  inches,  being  i inch  in  excess  of  the  normal.  April  was  also  a 
wet  month.  May,  although  unsettled  and  cool  for  most  of  the  time, 
had  the  distinction — unusual  for  a spring  month — of  providing  the 
warmest  day  of  the  year  with  a thermometer  reading  of  78°.  The  holiday 
months  of  June,  July  and  August  were  generally  disappointing,  for 
consecutive  days  of  settled  congenial  summer  weather  were  few  in 
number.  July  and  August  were  notably  cool,  but  the  former  month 
had  270  hours  of  bright  sunshine,  36.3  hours  more  than  the  average. 
September  and  October  were  dull,  with  a mean  temperature  about 
normal.  The  November  of  1963,  with  a mean  temperature  of  50.2° 
(normal  ^5.9),  was  the  mildest  for  25  years.  December  was  a cold  month, 
with  a mean  temperature  v37-7°)  3-9°  below  the  average;  there  were 
frequent,  but  light,  snow  showers  in  the  middle  of  the  month. 

The  total  duration  of  bright  sunshine  for  the  year,  1,612.8  hours, 
was  below  the  average  by  pearly  200  hours.  The  year’s  rainfall,  31  inches, 
was  2 inches  in  excess  of  the  normal  amount.  Despite  the  frequent 
falls  of  snow  in  January  and  February,  each  of  these  months  had  less 
]>reci})itation  than  usual,  and  December  was  very  dry.  In  common 
with  other  places  on  the  South  Coast,  Bexhill  experienced  several 
south-easterly  gales  with  very  heavy  rain  during  November,  and  in 
conseriuence  the  total  ]>reci])itation  for  this  month— 7.46  inches — 
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was  very  nearly  twice  the  norrnal  arnount.  The  mean  temperature 
for  the  yeai  was  48.3°  (normal  50.2).  The  full  records  of  daily  observa- 
tions of  air  pressure,  precipitation,  temperatures,  sunshine,  wind, 
humidity,  clouds,  visibility  and  other  meteorological  factors,  with 
notes  on  the  general  weather  conditions  throughout  the  year,  are 
available  for  reference. 


Report  of  the 

Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  1963. 

It  was  an  eventful  year,  starting  as  it  did  with  the  worst  winter 
on  record  for  more  than  one  hundred  years. 

A number  of  important  schemes  which  closely  affected  the  town  and 
had  been  the  subject  of  many  discussions  in  the  past  came  to  fruition. 

After  a Public  Inquiry,  approval  was  given  to  the  erection  of  the 
Joint  Slaughterhouse  at  Hastings  and  work  on  it  is  scheduled  to  start 
early  in  1964.  This  will  be  an  outstanding  building,  situated  on  an 
ideal  site,  and  will  afford  splendid  facilities  for  the  reception  and 
slaughter  oi  food  animals  and  the  storage  of  meat. 

Another  important  matter  was  the  construction  of  the  new  water 
main  at  Normans  Bay  and  approval  was  also  given  for  the  public  sewer 
there.  The  absence  of  these  public  services  in  the  past  has  led  to 
almost  complete  steiilisation  of  any  improvements  in  the  area.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  “ wind  of  change,”  apart  from  the  usual 
wind,  is  sweeping  over  Normans  Bay  and  already  many  residents  have 
intimated  that  they  intend  to  carry  out  improvements  and  alterations. 
It  will  also  be  possible  to  provide  a public  convenience  as  well  as 
modern  sanitary  facilities  at  the  Central  Caravan  Site. 

Another  very  important  matter  was  the  passing  of  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  which,  however,  will  not  come 
into  force  until  August,  1964.  This  is  the  first  time  that  offices  have  been 
dealt  with  by  the  Legislature  and  these,  together  with  the  other  premises 
concerned,  will  mean  an  enormous  amount  of  work  for  public  health 
inspectors.  In  Bexhill  more  than  400  premises  will  require  detailed 
inspection. 

A new  Housing  Bill  is  now  before  Parliament  ana  this  will  also  give 
further  work  for  the  inspectorate. 

The  number  of  Inspectors  in  Bexhill  was  increased  to  three  in  1951, 
but  was  reduced  to  two  in  1961.  The  continued  expansion  of  the  town 
and  the  constant  and  increasing  new  duties,  some  of  which  I have 
outlined,  make  it  inevitable  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
appointment  again  of  a third  inspector. 
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Housing 

A number  of  houses  at  Sidley  and  Pebsham  were  dealt  with  as 
individual  unfit  houses  and  the  occupants  are  expected  to  be  rehoused 
and  the  houses  demolished  early  in  1964. 

Housing  Grants 

Grants  were  made,  and  of  these  only  five  were  for  tenanted 
houses.  As  the  result  of  a survey  carried  out  in  an  area  containing 
parts  of  London  Road  and  Belle  Hill  and  the  whole  of  Salisbury  Road  and 
Edinburgh  Road,  the  owners  were  approached  and  informed  of  the  grants 
available  for  the  improvement  of  houses.  The  response,  however,  was 
disappointing. 

The  new  Housing  Bill  gives  additional  powers  to  Local  Authorities 
to  compel  owners  under  certain  conditions  to  provide  the  standard 
amenities. 

Cesspools 

These  continue  to  decrease  in  numbers  and  with  the  completion  of 
the  new  Normans  Bay  sewer,  a number  of  pail  closets  and  cesspools  will 
be  abolished. 

Clean  Air  Act 

Premises  were  kept  under  observation  from  time  to  time  44  visits 
were  made.  The  gas  works  and  brickworks  continue  to  give  rise  to 
complaints  but  not  to  the  same  extent  as  formerly. 

The  alkali  Inspector  keeps  a close  watch  on  both  classes  of  premises 
and  he  reports  that  they  are  well  conducted. 

The  Gas  Engineer,  as  usual,  co-operated  with  this  Department  in 
explaining  to  complainants  the  problems  associated  with  gas  making. 

The  new  high  pressure  gas  main  from  Portslade  was  laid  through  the 
town  and  this  is  intended  in  the  future  to  supersede  the  existing  gas 
works.

Seventy-three  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  with  the 
following  results  : 

Grade  I,  52;  Grade  2,  20;  Grade  3,  Grade  4,  i 

In  assessing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice  cream  it  is  generally  accepted 
that  the  product  should  attain  either  Grade  i or  2. 

The  results  show  that  of  the  samples  taken  during  the  year  1963 
practically  100%  satisfied  the  requirements  of  Grades  i and  2. 

Five  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
quality  of  the  product,  which  is  based  on  a Fat  Content  Standard  of 
5 per  cent.  All  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Strict  supervision  is  given  to  premises  where  ice  cream  is  handled 
and  this  is  reflected  in  the  high  standard  of  samples.

The  milk  Samples  shown  as  incorrect  were  taken  from  churns  ex- 
farm. They  were  genuine  but  low  in  Solids-Not-Fat.  Subsequent  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

The  informal  sample  of  Spirit  shown  as  incorrect  was  adulterated. 
A formal  sample  would  have  been  taken  then  and  there  to  provide  evi- 
dence for  legal  proceedings  but,  insufficient  remained  in  the  bottle. 
Subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  incorrect  sample  of  cream  was  very  slightly  deficient  in  fat. 
The  dairy  was  informed  and  subsequent  samples  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  incorrect  samples  of  Crab  Salad  and  French  Dressing  were 
imported  products.  The  former  contained  a forbidden  preservative  and 


the  latter  was  incorrectly  labelled.  These  matters  were  taken  up  with  the 
importers  and  further  samples  taken  at  the  importers  premises  have 
proved  satisfactory. 

The  Strawberry  Flavoured  Milk  Drink  was  satisfactory  in  itself  but, 
the  label  on  the  kiosk  from  which  the  purchases  were  made  wrongly 
described  the  article.  After  considerable  correspondence,  the  manu- 
facturers of  the  drink,  who  are  the  proprietors  of  the  kiosk,  altered  the 
label.

The  number  of  complaints  continues  to  decrease  and  as  I have 
already  stated  in  previous  Reports  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  systematic 
and  painstaking  work  of  the  Rodent  Operator. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Maintenance  and  cleaning  of  sewers  has  received  the  usual  attention. 
The  provision  of  satisfactory  drainage  for  the  new  properties  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  private  developers  in  accordance  with  the  approved 
plant. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

Cleansing  has  been  carried  out  of  ditches  and  streams  that  are  the 
Council’s  liability.  Private  landowners  can  contribute  materially  to  the 
relief  of  flooding  during  storm  times  if  they  ensure  that  old  water  courses 
on  their  land  are  not  destroyed  and  that  all  watercourses  are  kept  free 
from  obstruction. 

Public  Cleansing 

A satisfactory  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained  on  a 
weekly  frequency. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

During  1963,  7,629  visits  were  paid  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
The  nature  of  the  inspections,  together  with  the  list  of  notices  served 
and  the  results  of  such  notices  are  included  in  the  Report  of  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector,  which  appears  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces 

During  the  year  236  visits  were  paid  to  factories,  workshops  and 
workplaces.  Five  notices  were  served  during  the  year,  of  which  three 
were  complied  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Eradication  of  Vermin 

A total  of  7 complaints  was  received  in  respect  of  premises  infested 
with  vermin-4  council  premises  and  2 private  premises  were  disinfested. 

In  connection  with  re-housing  in  Council  Houses,  89  visits  were  paid. 
I^'urniture  and  effects  were  inspected  prior  to  re-housing. 

Offiensive  Trades 

'I'here  are  two  ])remises  in  the  area  which  come  within  the  definition 
of  offensive  trades,  i.e.  two  rag  and  bone  dealers. 

Pdsh  Frying  Premises 

'fliere  are  three  ])remises  in  the  Borough  where  this  trade  is  carried 
on.  Six  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Tip 

'I'liis  is  now  only  used  for  builders  rubbish  and  any  infestation  is 
n.-gligible. 
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Farm  Premises 

i6  visits  of  survey  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Officer.  There  are 
41  premises  within  the  Borough  which  are  classed  as  agricultural. 
I premise  was  treated  by  the  Rodent  Officer. 

Sewers 

In  view  of  the  satisfactory  position  regarding  rat  infestation  in 
the  public  sewers  the  work  of  pre-baiting  certain  manholes  has  been 
discontinued  until  1964. 

Pig-Keeping,  Poultry-Keeping  and  Rabbit -Keeping 

The  Officers  of  the  Department  have  supervised  premises  where 
pig-keeping,  poultry-keeping  and  rabbit-keeping  are  pursued,  and  in 
this  connection,  10  visits  were  paid  to  premises  for  poultry  and  rabbit- 
keeping and  9 visits  for  pig-keeping. 

Shops  Acts 

Shops  Acts  1950  and  1963. 

Employment  of  Young  Persons  Act,  1929. 

The  total  number  of  shops  in  the  Borough  is  540.  378  visits  were 
made  to  shops  during  the  year  in  relation  to  lighting,  heating  and 
ventilation  and  general  sanitation. 

That  part  of  the  Act  dealing  with  hours  of  work  for  assistants  and 
general  closing  hours  was  also  dealt  with. 

The  new  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  received  the 
Royal  assent,  but  will  not  come  into  force  until  August,  1964. 


CONCLUSION 

Once  again  I have  to  record  that  I was  admirably  supported  by  my 
colleagues  in  the  Department. 

I also  found  the  Chief  Officers,  their  Deputies  and  staffs  of  the  other 
Departments  helpful  and  approachable  and  this  atmosphere  certainly 
lightens  the  burden  of  an  enforcement  officer. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  late  Dr.  R.  J.  Toleman,  gave  me 
his  support  and  encouragement. 

Finally  I would  like  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman, 
Alderman  Goodwin,  for  his  unfailing  help  at  difficult  times  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and  patience.
